attorney of the county in which the indictment, in- 
formation or complaint is pending, and the appropriate 
court, written notice of the place of his .imprison- 
ment and his request for a final disposition to be 
made of the indictment, information or complaint; 
provided, that for a good cause shown in open court, 
the prisoner or his counsel being present, the court 
having jurisdiction of the matter, may grant any 
necessary or reasonable continuance. The request of 
the prisoner shall be accompanied by a certificate 
of the warden, sheriff or other official having cus- 
tody of the prisoner, stating the term of commit- 
ment under which the prisoner is being held, the 
time already served, the time remaining to be served 
on the sentence, the amount of good time earned, the 
time of parole eligibility of the prisoner, and any 
decisions of the Board of Pardons relating to the 
prisoner. 

(0) The written notice and request for final 
disposition referred to in paragraph (a) hereof 
shall be given or sent by the prisoner to the warden, 
sheriff or other official having custody of him, who 
shall promptly forward it together with the certifi- 
cate to the appropriate county attorney and court by 
registered or certified mail, return receipt re- 
quested. 

(c) The warden, sheriff or other official having 
custody of the prisoner shall promptly inform him in 
writing of the source and contents of any untried 
indictment, information or complaint against him 
concerning which the warden, sheriff or other of- 
ficial has knowledge, and of his right to make a re- 
quest for final disposition thereof. 

(da) Escape from custody by the prisoner subse- 
quent to his execution of the request for final dis- 
position referred to in paragraph (a) hereof shall 
void the request. 


Section 2. 

In the event that the action is not brought to 
trial within the period of time as herein provided, 
no court of this state shall any longer have juris- 
diction thereof, nor shall the untried indictment, 
information or complaint be of any further force or 
effect, and the court shall enter an order dismiss- 
ing the same with prejudice. 


Section 3. 
The provisions of this act shall not apply to any 
person adjudged to be mentally ill. 


Section 4. 
The effective date of this act is 1 January, 1966."

Mr. R. Paul Thompson, Superintend- 
ent of the State School for the Blind, 
serves as Consultant, and acts as the 
liaison officer with the Lions Sight 
Conservation Committee, and its Chair- 
man, Mr. Roland Christopherson.

An interesting item to note abort

Some facts and figures wich will 
attest to the tours and energy tuiat 
has been spent in this program over 
the past months are shown by reviewing 
some of the accomplishments: 

In tape recordings, we have accumu- 
lated some 3500 working hours, with 
over a half-million feet of recorded 
tape. It would require over 500 hours 
for a person just to listen to tiuis 
amount of tape, excluding the time re- 
quired to change the reels in their 
tape-recorder. 

From its meager start of one dual- 
track Statesman, and one borrowed Wol~ 
lensack tape recorder, the facilities 
have been expanded to include a three- 
room professional sound studio, which 
is equipped with two professional-type 
four-track stereo recorders, an ampli- 
fying system, a class of Braille stu- 
dents, with four Braille writers, a 
large-print typewriter, and the men 
and materials to make enlarged repro- 
ductions of maps. : 

(Ed. Note: The physical facilities of 
this program.were recently shifted to 
the old A-Dorm, which has been painted 
and completely revamped by these men.) 
The Lions Clubs of Utah, and all 
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others who have watched the program 
develop, are enthused enough to state 
publicly that there intentions are to 


expand the program even further for 
the coming months. 

On a number of eccasions, the men 
involved in the program have been 


asked to do custom recordings for stu- 
dents who have lost their sight either 
permanently or temporarily through an 
accident. This type of service has 
been extremely beneficial for the stu- 
dents involved, who would have other- 
wise missed a complete school year.

There would 
be no accusations of bitterness or re~ 
sentment, if they expressed negative 
opinions, and they would not be con= 
sidered as currying favor if they felt 
the Group Counselling program was ben- 
eficial to themselves and their fellow 
group-members,

I 
used to take the wrong meaning every 
time I would come into contact with an 
officer, regardless of what the situa- 
tion was. I never realized how bitter 
I was until I saw it expressed in the 
problem of another man in the group. 
Then I saw my own actions and problems 
as the same type. 

I had no idea of what Greup Coun- 
selling was like, and I only joined a 
group because my friend did. I found 
out it was the best thing that has 
happened to me since I've been here. 

I owe the men in my group quite a 
bit for accepting me as one of them, 
when they could have easily black- 
balled me on account of my actions in 
the past in the civilian world, and 
when I first arrived here.

The Inmate-of-the-Month award this 
issue goes to a thirty-three year old 
native of Salt Lake City, who is cur- 
rently serving a life sentence. 

He was received at the institution 
in March, 1959, and was assigned as 
the Tool Room Clerk three months later. 
He worked at that assignment for the 
next 5% years, during which time he 
consistently earned excellent’ work re- 
ports. He recently transferred to the 
Sign Shop, and continues to earn Grade 
One work reports in his new assignment. 

During the six years he has been at 
the institution, he has never received 
a single disciplinary report, which 
tells something of his character. 

This man is unique in another capa- 
city---he is the tallest man in the 
institution---standing 6' 7" tall. We 
speak of Richard Kramer, known to all 
of his friends as Dick. 

He is an Army veteran, and served 
a total of five years in the Army Re- 
Serve Corps, two years of this service 
in activated status. He missed the

On Mother's Day, the Catholic Chapel 
was the scene of an unusual event. It 
was the first time a May Crowning of 
the Blessed Virgin had ever been held 
at the Chapel. 

The month of May is, by tradition, 
dedicated to the Virgin Mary, Mother 
of God.

On Mother's Day, May 9, 1965, ex- 
citement was very evident, as the men 
waited expectantly for the first May 
Crowning in Point history. 

The ceremonies began at. 7:00 a.m., 
just before the morning Mass. As the 


organ burst forth ina mighty and ma- 
jestic chord of the processional, four 
men came slowly down the aisle, bear- 


ing on their shoulders a large wooden 
platform, which was draped in satin. 
The procession was led by a thurifer 


with smoking censer. Behind them, the 
crown was carried on a satin pillow, 
followed by the Priest, flanked by two 
assistants. 

The statue of Mary, resting on the 
platform, was surrounded by flower buds 
and candles. 


When the procession reached the 
shrine altar, which was decked with 
dozens of candles and multitudinous 


flowers, the statue was very reverently 


placed on a high pedestal. The man 
whose privilege it was to crown the 
Virgin Mary then stepped forward and 


reverently placed the crown of rosebuds 
on her head,

On Memorial Day, the Catholic Chap- 
lain, Father Meersman, took a volun- 
teer créw from the Minimum Custody 
Facility and decorated the graves in 
the prison graveyard. 

The cemetary is located up on the 
hill, directly across the highway from 
the main entrance to the prison high- 
way. 

The Padre reports the graves all 
have individual plots and markers, and 
the area is well kept, especially 
considering the rocky, hilly terrain 
surrounding the area. 

Other than the inmate caretakers, 
the Father has been the sole visitor 
to the cemetary on the day set aside 
as a memorial for the departed. 
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
